VII.  Dogs 
In  many  communities,  clerks  are  involved  in  a  significant  number  of  transactions  for  the 
acquisition  of  dog  licenses.  The  statutory  responsibilities  of  the  clerk  are  outlined  below. 

1.  Dog  Licences.  New  Law  1985  -  Any  dogs  uses  as  guard  dogs  in  commercial 
establishments  must  also  be  licensed  with  the  police.  466:46, 47, 48, 49,  50 

A.  Requirements 

Each  Dog  over  three  months  old  must  be  registered  by  its  owner  or  keeper  prior  to  April  30 
each  year.  The  clerk  shall  provide  to  the  registrant  a  tag  which  shall  be  worn  by  the  registered 
dog.  The  tag  shall  carry  the  name  of  the  town,  the  year  of  issue  for  the  license,  and  the 
registered  number  of  the  dog.  These  tags  shall  be  furnished  by  the  clerk  at  the  expense  of  the 
city  or  town.  No  license  shall  be  issued  by  the  clerk  until  a  certification  that  the  dog  has  been 
vaccinated  against  rabies  is  produced  by  the  person  registering  the  dog.  466:1,  la 

B.  Fees 

1.  For  each  altered  dog  the  fee  will  be  $6.50  (beginning  with  the  year  1994). 

2.  The  fee  for  each  regulai-  dog  will  be  $9.00  (beginning  with  the  year  1994). 

3.  The  Clerk  must  be  satisfied  with  the  certificate  presented  by  the  person  registering  the  dog 
which  attests  that  the  dog  has  been  altered.  466:4, 1,  II 

C.  Exemptions 

1 .  For  dog  owners  65  or  over,  the  fee  shall  be  $2  for  the  first  dog,  but  the  regular  fees  shall 
apply  to  any  additional  dog.  466:4, 1 

2.  No  fee  shall  be  required  for  the  registration  and  licensing  of  a  seeing  eye  dog  used  by  a 
blind  person,  or  a  hearing  dog  used  by  a  deaf  person.  466:8 

D.  Group  Licenses 

1 .  Any  person  who  keeps  five  or  more  dogs  shall  by  April  30  each  year  pay  the  required  fee 
and  obtain  a  license  authorizing  him  or  her  to  keep  the  dogs  on  the  premises  described  in  the 
license.  The  clerk  may  not  deny  a  group  license  to  any  person  who  complies  with  the 
requirement.  466:6, 1 

2.  Group  License  Fees.  If  the  number  of  dogs  does  not  exceed  5,  the  fee  shall  be  $12;  if  the 
number  exceeds  5  but  is  less  than  10,  the  fee  is  $20;  if  the  number  exceeds  10,  but  does  not 
exceed  25,  the  fee  is  $25.  For  each  dog  in  excess  of  25,  the  fee  is  $1.  466:6,  IV

As  you  can  see  the  complaints  go  up  and  down  from  year  to  year.  The  two  most  serious 
problems  are  illegal  dumping,  and  automotive  related  complaints.  The  auto  complaints 
mainly  are  due  to  seasonal  operations  of  Otter  Brook  Dam.  Most  of  these  complaints  are 
covered  by  the  security  contract  that  the  town  has  with  Otter  Brook  Dam .  The  illegal  dumping 
problem  has  been  tough  for  this  department  to  solve.  Most  of  the  items  dumped  are  not 
traceable.  We  have  had  some  luck  because  two  residents  saw  a  vehicle  in  a  remote  area,  and 
were  able  to  get  a  Ucense  plate  number  for  us  to  follow  up  on.  However  most  of  the  time,  these 
items  are  dumped  when  no  one  is  at  home  or  on  the  road.  From  some  rubbish  that  has  been 
dumped  in  the  past,  we  have  been  able  to  get  information  to  help  identify  the  owners.  There 
are  other  times  we  come  to  a  dead  end  as  people  moved  with  no  forwarding  address.  The  other 
items  that  have  serial  numbers  are  not  traceable  as  companies  do  not  record  who  the  item  was 
sold  toe.

Whipple,  Thomas  Benson,  and  Peter  Stuhlsatz  were  present.  Of  135  registered  voters,  53  cast  votes. 

Selectman  for  Three  Years:  51  votes  cast.  Thomas  Benson  received  49  votes.  David 
Gregory  received  2  votes.  Thomas  Benson  re-elected. 

Town  Treasurer:  53  votes  cast.  Sandra  LaPlante  received  53  votes.  Sandra  LaPlante 
re-elected. 

Tax  Collector:  53  votes  cast.  Marika  Stuhlsatz  received  53  votes.  Marika  Stuhlsatz  re- 
elected. 

Town  Clerk:  53  votes  cast.  Marika  Stuhlsatz  received  53  votes.  Bonnie  Insull  received 
1  vote.  Marika  Stuhlsatz  re-elected. 

Auditor:  53  votes  cast.  David  Gregory  received  52  votes.  Diane  Martin  received  1  vote.

Article  2:  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary  to  defray  town  charges  for  the 
ensuing  year  and  make  appropriations  of  the  same.  Appropriations:  $  14,950.  Motion  caixied. 

Article  3:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $4,500.00  for 
salaries  and  expenses  of  the  Police  Department.  Motion  carried. 

Article  4:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $300.00  for 
Town  Welfare  and  Emergency  Assistance  of  Town  Poor.  Motion  carried. 

Article  5:  To  see  if  The  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $800.00  for 
expenses  and  maintenance  of  the  Fire  Department.  Motion  carried.

Article  11:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $2 1 , 1 3 1 .00 
for  highway  construction  and  reconstruction.  Selectmen's  Comment:  These  funds  for 
expenditure  are  designated  to  the  Town  through  the  Highway  Block  Grant  Fund.  The 
appropriation  does  not  affect  your  tax  rate,  but  to  be  properly  expended  a  vote  is  required. 
Motion  carried.  Discussion  followed  regarding  planned  summer  road  improvement  projects 
for  Davis  and  Middletown  roads.  Branch  Rd.  is  a  State  maintained  road. 

Article  12:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $450.00  as 
the  Town's  planning  expenses  and  its  share  of  expenses  for  the  operation  of  the  Southwestern 
N.H.  Regional  planning  Commission.  These  funds  to  be  used  for  financing  the  staff, 
operation  expenses,  planning  studies,  technical  assistance  and  other  programs  of  the 
commission.  These  funds  may  be  used  in  conjunction  with  other  State  and  Federal  Funds 
available  for  planning  purposes.  Motion  carried. 

Article  13:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $  11 ,700.00 
to  be  paid  for  dump  privileges  in  the  Town  of  Marlborough.  Selectmen's  Note:  Thischarge 
is  based  on  our  use  of  the  Dump  and  the  cost  to  maintain  as  well  as  eventually  close  the  Dump. 
Motion  carried.  Discussion  followed.  Selectmen  said  that  this  year's  amount  should  have 
been  $9,500.00,  but  because  the  closing  costs  of  the  dump  have  increased  due  to  longer 
monitoring  needed,  our  share,  which  is  a  percentage  based  on  the  number  or  residents,  has 
also  increased.  Marlborough  is  now  keeping  a  record  of  permits  issued  to  Roxbury  residents 
so  they  will  have  accurate  numbers.  The  committee  that  was  formed  last  year  to  study 
alternatives  reported  that  our  best  plan  is  to  stay  with  Marlborough.  After  the  capping  of  the 
landfill,  Marlborough  will  continue  the  operation  of  its  recycling  center  and  will  continue  to 
accept  white  goods  and  anything  it  accepts  now.  What  it  cannot  recycle  will  be  trucked  away 
somewhere. 

Article  14:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $1,500.00 
as  its  fair  shai"e  of  stand-by  costs  for  the  use  of  the  City  of  Keene's  Ambulance  service. 
Motion  caiTied. 

Article  15:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote,  by  ballot,  to  dissolve  the  Ashuelot  Valley  Refuse 
Disposal  Districts  organized  under  RSA  Chapter  53-B  [the  "Dishict"],  pursuant  to  the 
provisions  of  Article  VI,  section  7  of  the  district  agreement  for  the  District  and  the  provisions 
of  the  plan  of  dissolution  approved  by  the  distiict  committee  of  the  District,  a  copy  of  which 
plan  of  dissolution  has  been  submitted  by  the  District  to  the  Town,  [note:  2/3rds  majority 
required  to  approve.  Motion  carried.  53  ballots  cast.  52  voted  Yes.  1  Voted  No.  Dissolution 
approved. 
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Article  16:  "Shall  we  adopt  optional  adjusted  elderly  exemptions  froni  property  tax? 
The  optional  exemptions,  based  on  assessed  value,  for  qualified  taxpayers  shall  be  as  follows: 
foraperson  65  years  of  age  up  to75  years,  $10,000;  for  aperson  75  years  of  age  up  to  89  years, 
$  1 5,000;  for  a  person  80  years  of  age  or  older  $20,000.  To  qualify  the  person  must  have  been 
a  New  Hampshire  resident  for  at  least  5  years;  own  the  real  estate  individually  or  jointly,  or 
if  the  real  estate  is  owned  by  his  spouse,  they  must  have  a  net  income  of  less  than  $10,000 
or,  if  married  a  combined  net  income  of  less  than  $  12,000;  and  own  net  assets  not  in  excess 
of  $40,000  excluding  the  value  of  the  person's  residence."  Motion  carried  by  ballot  vote.  53 
ballots  cast.  51  Yes,  2  No.  Discussion:  Selectmen  pointed  out  that  this  would  add  about  9 
cents  to  the  tax  rate  or  18  dollars  a  year  to  a  property  owner's  tax  bill,  assuming  a  $200,000. 
valuation,  an  that  is  little  enough  to  pay  to  keep  our  elderly  in  their  homes  and  off  welfare. 

Article  17:  To  transact  any  other  business  which  may  come  before  said  meeting. 

A  thanks  from  the  Selectmen  on  behalf  of  the  Townspeople  to  Jim  and  Sharon  Rousmaniere 
for  their  gift  to  the  Town  of  an  American  Flag  for  display  in  the  Meeting  House. 

A  report  from  the  Selectmen  on  the  tax  issue  with  Keene.  As  a  result  of  favorable  talks 
with  Keene  we  had  a  legal  document  drawn  up  agreeing  to  a  reduction  in  value  assessment 
in  return  for  a  promise  of  no  building  development.  At  the  last  minute  Keene  backed  out.  The 
last  communication  from  Keene  was  that  they  would  come  up  with  some  new  proposal.  We 
are  waiting. 

In  response  to  holding  budget  hearings  the  selectmen  said  that  since  the  Town  never 
adopted  the  Chapter  32  Budget  Hearing  Laws  we  are  not  legally  bound  to  hold  them.  Past 
experience  with  such  hearings  was  that  no  one  except  the  Selectmen  showed  up  and  thus  the 
practice  was  dropped.  However  the  Selectmen  would  resume  them  if  such  was  the  strong 
feeling  of  the  Townspeople.  In  the  discussion,  residents  praised  the  Selectmen's  fiscal 
judgements  and  agreed  that  in  our  small  town  there  is  ample  opportunity  to  question  the 
Selectmen  on  Budget  before  Town  Meeting. 

As  a  resuh  of  Townspeople's  interest,  the  Selectmen  will  look  into  joining  the  N.H. 
Municipal  Association  for  the  benefit  of  possibly  lower  insurance  and  their  legal  help  hotline. 
This  will  be  a  waixant  article  next  yeai". 

A  resident  asked  the  Selectmen  to  see  if  Keene  would  consider  gating  the  road  to 
Woodward  Pond  in  the  winter  and  mud  seasons.  In  the  winter  it  isn't  plowed,  anyway,  and 
any  vehicles  that  attempt  travel  on  it  only  damage  the  road  for  recreational  use.  And  the 
damage  done  to  the  road  during  mud  season  by  mud  bog  enthusiasts  is  costly  to  the  town. 
There  was  general  agreement  on  this. 

Again  the  dumping  of  trash  in  Town  was  discussed.  Chief  Collier  emphasized  that 
positive  ID  is  essential  in  apprehending  culprits.  A  license  number  and  description  of  driver. 
General  alertness  on  everybody's  pait  is  very  helpful. 

Volunteers,  led  by  Fred  White  did  a  great  job  of  painting  the  Town  Hall.
